Mr.  Augustus  Cornwall  died  at  his  res¬ 
idence  in  the  city  of  New  York-on  Mon¬ 
day  night  the  21st  lust.,  and  was  buried 
in  Bloomfield  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
the  funeral  services  being  held  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Cornwall  was  born  in  Greene 
County,  N.  Y.,  about  1820,  his  father  be¬ 
ing  a  prominent  qitizen  of  that  part  of 
the  State.  He  studied  law  and  was  ad 
mitted  to  the  Bar  of  New  York  at  an 
early  age,  and  for  some  years  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Greene  County.  He  afterward  removed 
to  Rock  Island,  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
where  he  followed  his  profession  for 
some  years,  finally  coming  to  tlie  city  of 
New  York.  He  removed  his  residence 
to  Bloomfield  about  the  year  1S6",  and 
continued  to  reside  here  until  a  few 
years  ago,  when  he  returned  to  New 
York. 

During  his  residence  in  Bloomfield, 
and  in  the  period  of  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  Mr.  Cornwall  was  a  most  ac 
tive  supporter  of  the  Government  and  of 
the  Republican  party,  to  whose  princi¬ 
ples  he  was  devotedly  attached. 
v  For  the  past  eight  or  ten  years  he  had 
been  connected  with  the  Custom  House 
in  New  York,  where  his  services  had 
been  both  laborious  and  responsible. 

Mr.  Cornwall  was  a  gentleman  of  re¬ 
fined  feelings,  with  great  kindness  of 
heart  and  maimer ;  his  integrity  and 
honor  were  never  questioned,  and  he 
enjoyed  and  received  the  cordial  respect 
and  confidence  of  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact. 

While  living  at  Catskill  he  married 
Miss  Catherine  Judd,  a  daughter  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Gideoq  N.  Judd,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  First  Church  of  Bloomfield.  His 
widow  and  two  children  survive  him. 
His  only  son  Frederick  is  a  resident  of 
Chicago,  and  his  daughter  Kate  is  the 
wife  of  Mr.  Lainberson  Sherwood,  of  this 
place.  A  sister  of  Mr.  Cornwall  was  the 
wife  of  Hon.  Lyman  Tremaine,  of  Alba¬ 
ny,  N.  Y.
